Some Hot Shot in the Senate 
Debate Yesterday. 


The House Adjourns to Hold 
Another Caucus. 


‘Senator Voorhses and New York Money- 
changers--A Notice for Night Ses- 
sions—The Quorum and the — 
Force Bill. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 19.—(By the 
Associated Press.) The Committee on 
Foreign Affairs will not report the 
Everett bill for the extension of the 
time limit allowed the Chinese to reg- 
ister until next Thursday. Some 
menibers of the committee who favor 
the Everett bill, as modified by the 
sub-committee, declare that * Repre- 
sentative Geary, in fighting the meas- 
ure, is actuated principally by the fear 
that if- the bill is passed, the matter 
would again be carried into the Su- 
preme Court, and the former decision 
sustaining the constitutionality of the 
| Geary law would be reversed. 

They say that if a majority of the 
me Court is now against the con- 
stituttonality of the Geary law, that 
fact can be readily determined with- 
out testing it in proceedings to deter- 
mine the constitutionality of the act 
supplementing the Geary act. They 
say that any Chinese whom the United 
States Court decides under the Geary 
act is subject to deportction can ap- 
peal to the Supreme Court on a writ 
of habeas corpus, if any new question 
of law is involved in the appeal, and 
force the court to render another de- 
cision. 

There was strong talk tonight of a 
compromise on the silver question in 
the Senate, based upon reported inti- 
mations given by the President that 
he is willing to accept a moderate 
nature of continued 
coinage for a specified time for so 
much silver per month until a specified 
amount reached. The President 
however, is represented as unwilling 
that the concession made to _ silver 
Shall go on the repeal bill as an or- 
der, but it must be passed subsequent 
to the passage of an unconditional re- 
peal bill. 

The assurance that he would sign 
a supplementary. bill might satisfy 
some compromise advocates, but the 
free silver men, even though they were 
rto acquiesce, probably tmsitst on 
the compromise being incorporated in 
the original bill. ‘They naturally want 
the best terms they can make for 
silver, and the acceptance of a com- 
promise with them would bear the 
face of certain defeat. 

On the other hand, if the President 
is correctly represented, it is pos- 
sible he might agree to coupling the 
~n~ | Compromise with the repeal bill. There 
are, therefore, many contingencies 
upon which an atrangement to let 
mattérs go to a vote depends. The re- 
ported intimations from the White 
House of a willingness to accept any- 
thing at all short of absolute and tin- 
ecnditional repeal has revived the talk 
of an early settlement of the battle 
in the Senate, whether it eveirtuates in 
anything or not, 


FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 
EXTRA SESSION. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 19.—(By the 
Associated Press.) SENATE.—Immedi- 
ately after the Senate met, the repeal 
bill was taken up. Senator Voorhees 
once more sought to obtain an agree- 
ment as to when a vote would be taken. 
The time, he said, should not be mis- 
spent in instructing the public mind in 
regard to the organization of the Sen- 
ate. In doing this, he addressed him- 
self to. the great body of intelligent 
public opinion, as well as in some quar- 
ters to @ dense, opaque degree of igno- 
rance—ignorance, in some respects, in- 
nocent, in others, malicious. 

He reviewed the history of the rules 
of the Senate, from its creation, show- 
‘ing that, for seventeen years, from 1789, 
the Senate had among its rules a pro- 
Vision for the previous question. It 
was tried fully, and in 1806, when 
Thomas Jefferson was President, it was 
deliberately abandoned and never 
claimed or admitted from that hour 
to the present. 

“Tam now arraigned,” said Senator 
Voorhees, “before public opinion for not 
terminating this debate. A&® well might 
| be arraigned for not terminating the 
tide of the ocean or the north winds. 
In abandoning the cloture rule. the 
government of this great body was 
placed upon the ,sense of propriety, 
patriotism, deference to public senti- 
ment and public interests of each Sena- 
ior and of the body itself, with the asr- 
surance in the minds of those then in 
ihe Semate that no Senator would be 
found to abuse the patience of this 
body or outrage public business or pub- 
lic enterprise, For eighty-seven years 


itself, It: never has been wanting in 
pkace or in war, so that the criticisms 
of a certain class will fall as harmless 
upon this body as they fall upon me. 


“As far as concerns personal crit- 
icism of myself, | may as well em- 


brace this moment as another to say 
they are met, with absolute defiance.

A vote had to come on the repeal 
bill, Mr. Voorhees said, 1 he ap- 
pealed once more to the Sionters in 
charge of the opposition to the repeal 
bill, which, he said, was supperted by 
public opinion and u majority of the 
Senate, to let him know whether or 
not there was a time in their minds 
when a vote would be agreeable to 
them. 

Senator Dubois of Idaho said that 
many Senators had vet to be heard 
from. “My own impression,’ he 
“is that the Senator in charge of 
this measure had better proceed in an 
orderly manner and in the customary 
way. He will reach a result sooner 
by that course. The opponents of the 
repeal,’’ said Senator Dubois, “are 
ready to join issues with the friends 
of the bill, whether it be for longer 
sessions, a continuous ses ion, or the 
cloture. The. passage © the repeal 
bill would sound the deatl knell of sil- 
ver aS a money metal. No juggilery 
with words can obscur. the issue. 
Senators talk sweetly about an inter- 
national agreement, forciig Epgian-l 
into bimetallism, but when. the pend- 
ing bill is passed the doom of silver 


is sealed, and the Senators all know 
it. You. shall not commit the deed if 
we can prevent it by any honorable 


means known to the usage of the Sen- 
ate. Our duty is plain to us. We be- 
lieve we are the last hope and bul- 
wark of the people in this last strug- 
gle.”’ 

Senator Voorhees said that to estab- 
lish the cloture rule in the Senate at 
this time would occupy, not merely the 
balance of this session, but the entire 
session. It was futile to gpeak of that, 
but he gave notice that, beginniny to- 
morrow morning, he would ask that 
the session be extended. 

Senator Teller gave notice that when 
daily sessions extended into the night 
the advocates of the Dill, as well as its 
opponents, would have to be present. 

Senator Hill asked whether Mr. Tel- 
ler was not Satidfied that there was a 
majority in the Senate favorable to re- 
peal. 

Senator Teller replied that, when a 
poll of the Senate on the question ‘vas 
taken, a majority of alme two-thirds 
was against the measure, d he would 
not insult the intelligence of that body 
by presuming it had changed so com- 
pletely in so short a time. 

At 1:50 o’clock Senatur Mills took the 
floor. He discussed at length the 1Le- 
cessity of maintaining a stable stand- 
ard, reviewing the history of the coun- 
try in its efforts to attain that end, 
and declared that contiiued fluctuation 
had a more depressing 2ffect upon far- 
mers and other laborers ‘than upon cap- 
italists and merchants. In conclusion 
Senator Mills said he vould vote for 
the repeal of the § man law and 
against every ifke 7 re which the 
ingenuity of the human mind could 
conceive. No amendment could be of- 
fered to the bill except one which im- 
peached the good faith of the Presi- 
dent, and that he did not intend to of- 
fer. 

After a brief executive 
Senate adjourned. 

HOUSE.—At the of the 
House session this morning, Mr. Flynn, 
delegate from Oklahoma, created a sen- 
sation by asking for the immeuwiate 
consideration of a resolution bearing on 
the outrages said to have been com- 
mitted by United States troops at the 
cpening of the Cherokee strip last Sat- 
urday. 

Col. Oates of Alabama objected to 
the present consideration of the resolu- 
tion, and thereupon the struggle to pre- 
vent the report of the Tucker bill re- 
poaling the election laws was resumed.

TOOK POISON. 


A Desperate Attempt at 
Suicide, 


(. C. Kramer of This City ina 
New Role. 


Laudanum and Aconite Have 
No Effect 


Upon the Graduate of a Keeley 
Institute. 


A Professed Chemist Who Could Not Kill 
Himself— Said to Be Connected With a 
Drink-cure Company-—-A 
Wife's Default. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

CHICAGO, Sept. 19. — (Special.) 
Charles C. Kramer of Los Angeles at- 
tempted suicide in his room at the 
Dearborn Hotel, No. 400 State street, 
this afternoon. He was discovered by 
an employee of the hotel lying on his 
bed gasping for breath, and the Harri- 
son street ambulance was called to 
convey him to the hospital. Dr. Har- 
vey of the ambulance applied restora- 
tives, and another doctor was ealie 
in. In a short time they had restored 
Kramer sufficiently to take him to 
Mercy Hospital, where he was soon 
pronounced out of danger. 

In Kramer's room at the Dearborn 
Hotel was found a scrap of white 
paper, on which was writteg: “I have 
only one brother. He is W. R. Kra- 
mer of Ouray, Utah.” When Kramer 
recovered sufficiently to talk, he said: 
“I have another brother, but I do not 
regard him as such. He is W. G. 
Kramer, manager of the Denver and 
Rio Grande Express Company at Den- 
ver, Colo.”’ 

“Why don't you regard him as your 
brother?” asked Dr. Harvey. 

“Because he and my wife have kept 
me out of $150,000 during the past three 
answered Kramer. 

Kramer said further that his wife, 
who is. now in Kansas City, left him 
two or three months ago, and that he 
had been under the influence of liquor 
for five weeks. Last Sunday night, he 
said, he concluded to commit suicide, 
ard swallowed a large quantity of 

udanum. Its only effect was to sicken 
him. Yesterday he swallowed three 
ounces’of laudanum and halfan ounce 
of aconite. This mixture also acted as 
an emetic. Kramer claims to be a 
chemist, but was unable to fix an effect- 
ive dose of poison fcr himself. 

Before coming to Chicago, 
ago, he was manager of the Castle 
Cure Company of Los Angeles, and 
had charge of an institute for the cure 
of inebriates. Kramer Says he has 
taken the Keeley cure three times. 
His brothers at Ouray, Utah, and Den- 
ver, and his wife at Kansas City were 
notified by telegraph tonight of the 
man’s attempt on his life.

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A Lesson from the rlidway Plaisance 

The individual who has never trav- 
eled extensively, and who has seen lit- 
tle of life beyond shis own section, can 
hardly realize se a conglomerate 
the race is. «Probably the world never 
afforded a better illustration of human 
diversity; as regards color, features, 
habits and civilization, than may be 
found at Chicago among the popu- 
lace of the Midway Plaisance, where 
humanity is viewed as in an ever- 
changing kaleidoscope, or a constantly 
shifting panorama. There may be 
found the half-naked Dahomeyans, 
with their sharpened spears and ha- 
biliments of savage warfare; the yel- 
low-skinned Samoans, with a certain 
beauty of their own, clad like Adam, 
_after his fall, in their habiliments of 
green leaves; the graceful Javanese, in 
fantastic, silken dress, richly embroid- 
ered; the Turk, with his waving ban- 
ner, on which the star and crescent 
arée inscribed, emblems of his. centuries- 
old faith; the Egyptian, brown with 
the desert suns, with gilded trappings 
upon the back of his patient camel; 
the native American Indian, with his 
savagery undissipated, and his con- 
science dormant, his head covered with 
eagles’ feathers, and his face as fa- 
miliar with paint as the cheeks of the 
American belle of civilization; the wild 
and fleet-footed Bedouin, upon his Arab 
steed; the Esquimau, sweltering inthe 
heat of the summer sun; the almond- 
eyed Celestial, treading the same 
beaten paths that his ancestors trod 
thousands of years ago, while yet the 
world was young, and modern civili- 
zation was a thing undreamed of, 
asleep as it then was upon the breast 
of a distant futurity. Here represen- 
tatives of all the tribes of the earth 
are gathered, and here humanity may 
be studied with wonder and with in- 
terest. 

From the various standpoints which 
the Midway affords, we can go back 


to the time when the race was cradled 
in bdrbarism, and follow it along its 
various lines of progress and -develop- 
ment. We may wonder what has 
caused it here to halt, and there to 
progress. We may find everywhere 
contrasting lights and shadows, and 
great problems difficult of solution, for 
the fair is the vast schoolroom where 
Wwe may study and analyze the race. 
What an incalculable distance between 
the wild and semi-barbaric races and 
the enlightened and cultured of ovr 
highest civilization—the cannibal from 
the South Sea Islands, and the savant 
nurtured by colleges and universities. 

The Midway Plaisance is an object 
lesson that will not soon fade from the 
memories of those who are permitted 
to study it. Its teachings are impres- 
sive in their character, and calculated 
to inspire the thoughtful mind with 
a sense of what men cwe to freedom 
and Christian enlightenment. The di- 
vergent paths of the race are not 
difficult to trace, nor the causes which 
tend to their separation. Nowhere is 
there rapid growth and achievement 
where the idea of individual rights 
does not obtain, and the universal 
right of men to “‘life, liberty and the 
pursuit of happiness” is disregarded. 
With these semi-barbarians and more 
favage tribes, represented at this 
gathering of all nations,, ‘‘might makes 
right.”’ The underlying principles of 
justice and mercy are not recognized 
as principles by which actions should 
be governed, ana how slow are the 
steps away from cruelty and barbaric 
lawlessness. Hundreds of centuries 
look down upon the race, but we may 
see at this Midway Plaisance that 
millions are yet between savagery and 
civilization, and that a stupendous 
work has yet to be accomplished be- 
fore the race, as a whole, qpall be fit” 
for self-government and a permanent 
civilization. 


He Talks Well. 

“If the representatives who have as- 
sembled to make laws for their fellow- 
countrymen forgét their duty of broad, 
disinterested patriotism, and legislate 
in prejudice and passion in behalf of 
sectional and selfish interest, the time 
when the corner-stone of our ‘capitol 
was laid and the circumstances sur- 
rounding it will not be worth commem- 
orating.”’ 

These were the utterances of Presi- 
dent Cleveland on the 18th, upon the 
occasion of the centennial celebration 
of the laying of the corner-stone Of the 
capitol at Washington. Now if he and 
the Democratic Congress will only live 
up to his werds the great Republican 
party and the loyal sentiment of the 
country will be satisfied, and there ‘will 
be nothing to impede the wheels of 
our national progress,

Practical Education. @ 

Senator Peffer recently introduced a 
remarkable bill into the Senate, creat- 
ing a department of education under 
the supervision of a secretary of edu- 
cation, who within three years after the 
passage of the act shall cause to be 
constructed a college of _ scientific 
learning, in which shall be taught all 
classic and professional studies, art, 
etc., to be known as the Scientific Uni- 
versity of the Red, -White and Blue 
Cross. The bill appropriates $10,000,000 
to copstruct the college, and $8,000,000 
more is appropriated to create an en- 
dowment to be known as the Scientific 
college fund. The Secretary of the 
Treasury is directed to purchase alumi- 
num to the total amount of the appro- 
priations and coin in denominations of 
1 cent to $20. 

Leaving the aluminum and_ the 
“Red, White and Blue Cross,”’ the 
idea of having a department of educa- 
tion is not a bad one, but the money 
could be much better expended than in 
teaching the sciences and classics. In 
the opinion of many there __is already 
too much scientific and classical tuition 


in this country, hence the number of_ 


Greek and Latin scholars who may be 
found driving horse cars, herding sheep 
or “slinging hash.’’ Thousands of em- 
bryo doctors; lawyers and parsons are 
turned out annually by our many unl- 
versities to wage an uneven battle in 
trying to obtain a foothold in the so- 
called ‘‘Ifberal’’ professions, for the 
practice 6f which a majority of them 
have no special adaptation. What we 
need in this country are manual train- 
ing schools, and plenty of them. It 
does not necessarily follow, because a 
boy has been taught the rudiments of 
a trade, that he should follow it all his 
life. Should he develop ability in any 
particular: line of research; or science, 
or art, his knowledge of a trade would 
not prevent him from following the 
bent of his inclination. At the same 
time, he would be insured against the 
painful necessity of drifting about the 
world as an unskilled laborer, break- 
ing his heart in trying to compete with 
men who were born with an ability to 
perform hard manual labor. 

The manual training school idea is 


at present in its infancy in this country,. 


but it may be expected to spread 
rapidly during the next few years. In 
this section Mr. Throop has set a good 
example by devoting his fortune fo the 
establishment of a college at Pasadena, 
in which manual training is a leading 
feature. It is to be hoped that some 
of our wealthy citizens will before long 
give us such an institution.in Los An- 
geles. Meantime, if the government is 
going to spend any money for educa- 
tion, let that education. be of a practi-_ 
cal character, such as will best fit the 
boy to hold his own in the battle of 
life, which, in these closing years of 
the nineteenth century, promises soon 
to degenerate into a struggle for ex- 
istence. 


Fictitious Values. 

Senator Teller, referring to the im- 
mense depression in the value of 
stocks, which the papers have finally 
made as much as $700,000,00® expressed 
some remarks which are entirely in 
line with the views of The Times. 

In his opinion, a great many stocks 
were selling on the market for more 
than they are worth. He cited North- 
ern Pacific, which he said had fallen 
from 70 to 17. It was said that all of 
the great owners connected with it 
unloaded when it was 70. The com- 
pany had _ $250,000,000 indebtedness 
$75,000,000 of which was held in Ger- 
many, and a great amount in Holland 
and England. ‘Don’t you think,” 
asked the Colorado Senator, ‘‘that 
when a great corporation like -that 


collapses, and is left With a debt so- 


great that its most enthusiastic friends 
cannot hope it can ever pay, that the 
finances m cnis country might be dis- 
turbed as well as in Europe?”

CHICAGO, Sept. 12.--As a specimen 
spectacular day, the %th of! September, 


California day, afforded the_ best 
example. There was_the display of 
the State building, gorgeous’ with 
bunting, surprising with the mam- 
‘moth vegetables, splendid with its 
golden, fragrant fruit, freely dis- 


pensed inside and outside, with liberal 
hand, to the dense crowd that thronged 
its wide aisles, and to the thousands 
massed near its broad elevated fruit 
stands in the grand avenue; there were 
also the open-air spectacular proces- 
sions and the grand march of the 
veterans. Whether it be more or less 
apparent, every exhibit is of interest 
in proportion, as it represented human 
history. The favorite study of man- 
kind is man. Though men see men 
everywhere, there has never been a 
time when a procession through the 
grounds would not attract the multi- 
tude away from the finest art in the 
fair. There are very few who have 
not seen veterans, yet their march for 
milés along the main thoroughfares of 
Jackson Park, was doubie-walled with 
densely packed humanity, and half as 
many more looked down upon them 
from crowded roofs, galleries, windows, 
stairs and railway platforms. From 
my window perch on the lake, outside 
of the Manufactures building, 1 knew 
of their coming by the flight of the 
small boy. Men seized benches far 
down on the beach and rushed with 
thenr toward the line of march, fol- 
lowed by their women and children, 
who used the. benches as_ standing 
places, from which they might be able 
to look over the heals of the swarm- 
ing civilians, settling down like bees 
iods in advance. Columbian Guard 
scouts preserved the line of their in- 
trusion, a double line of guards march- 
ing some ten or twelve abreast, kept. 
the way open, followed by the invin- 
cible band. Then came—first cheers, 
then veterans, gray-beards, sur- 
mounted by a mixed assortment of 
hats, many with nothing belonging to 
military uniform unless the guns were 
so reckoned, carried over stooping 
shoulders. Though they kept up with 
the pace of the young guards who led, 
the veterans’ step wus more like the 
stride of men who were living over 
the recollections of the pressing to the 
front to do shooting, taking their lives 


with them. In no sense of the word 
were they gay, in no sense of the 
word were they parading; yet none 


were there who would not have sacri- 
ficed much, rather than fail to join 
his comrades in showing to the as- 
sembled nations of the world what 
had made this greatest display of the 
blessing of union arid hberty pos- 
sible’ The day, the hour of their 
marching .was the culmination of the 
fignifican 
Exposition. But for these, it would 
not have’ been Columbian: but for these 
it would not have been the World’s 
Fair. Perhaps each .and every 
veteran did not so formulate it, but 
that he felt it was shown by the sert- 
ousness on every face, and in the 
Visible determination of the aged 
and feeble’ to once more take 
his place as a soldier when, 
as thirty years ago, the eyes of 
the world were upon him. Then his 
value hung in doubt with the issue; 
now every gateway to every exhibit 
was his triumphal arch, and it was 
meet that the men of the State that 
gave a martyred President should, 
force of circumstances, be in majority 
and in advance. Yet these’were not of 
Illinois. They were of Columbia, sig- 
peng | led on by Columbian Guards 
chosen YWrom any State. Here and 
there boys, girls and women marched 
in the ranks; nothing could more have 
emphasized the fullness of peace. Like 
the men they marked—not different 
Stations, for here was but one station, 
the patriots—but different conditions 
of life. Well in the lead of the long 
procession was a weman of years, 
whose sturdy figure was distinguished 
by a very plainly-made calico dress. 
Doubtless she had supported her fam- 
ily and managed a farm while her hus- 
band was at the seat of*war Serving in 
the ranks. No one ‘disputed her right 
to a place by his side today; doubtless 
he leaned a disabled arm on hers, 
strong with toil and spirit. Further 
down the line walked a mother, and, 
apparently, daughters, in modish, al- 
most fashionable, dresses. No splen- 
did- reception of foreigh delegates 
could confer so much honor as that of 
following the husband and. father who 
today led the men—all that was left of 
them—that thirty years ago had risked 
life with him ‘during the war.” Still 
further down the line, in front of a 


company,.,marched a young girl, her 
modest dress was of army blue, 
trimmed in military style, with the 


gold cord that distinguished the coats 
of officers. She was preud to acknowl- 
edge the honor conferred on her as 
daughter of the regiment. One fpeble 
woman held place in the processién by 
means of @ roller chair propelled by 
the strong arms of a «young man, who 
deubtless had the right of a veteran 
through both mother and father. One 
very old man, whose long, white hair 
fell almost to his shoulders, kept his 
feet in motion, though literally carried 
between men on whose shoulders he 
leaned. He was in the primé of life, 
and they only turned 21 when they’ be- 
gan marching together thirty-two years 
ago. They, no more than the old man, 
thought he should let a score of added 
years crowd him from his place of 
honor. One company of veterans and 
the women that were with them made 
their double-quick time in as good time, 
though not with the wooden machine 
precision of dandy West Point cadets, 
and nebody seemed to think the flutter 
of the long dresses ridiculous. The 
Woman's Relief Corps had its banners 
and its nersonal representation, the

The week was an illustrious one, be- 
ginning on Monday with New § York 
day, when the finest thing that oc- 
curred was the presentation of the New 
York State building to the women 'cuin- 
missioners for that State, which meant 
that its splendor would be preserved 
as the women’s memorial of the expo- 
sition; but the most unusual festival of 
the week—of the fair, indeed—wag the 
convocation of Druids, who never be- 
fore had called together their elect out- 
side the sacred shades of Wales. The 
first meeting held on Tuesday was not 
only initial, but imperfect because of 
ignorance of the geography of the 
eunds by those who had- recently 
come from Wales to regularly convoke 
the first international assembly. The 
twelve unhewn stones were placed at 
intervals of several feet in the grand 
plaza between the Government building 
and the lake front.

Weekly - Meeting of the 


Commissioners. 


os Angeles Street to Be Cleared 
of Lewd Women. 


The Chief Instructed to Abate the 
Nuisance. 


The Disreputuble Basket Saloon to Be Allowed 
to Continue, Despite Commissioncr 
Bradish’s Vigorous Protest— 
Other Business. 


The Police Commission met at the 
usual time yesterday, with the full 
board present. 

The petition of Ramon Garcia for 
transfer of. license at No. 2134 East 
First street from Wirthen & Nicholson; 
of George Wautshar for transfer of 
licens@ at the northwest corner of 
Maple avenue and Sevénth street from 
Charles Hildebrand, and of Charles 
Arthurs for transfer of license at No. 
411 North Main street from H Cleary 
were, on favorable reports, granted. 

The Chief reported in reference to 
the petition of C. H. Schmidt for a li- 
cense at No. 701 East Eighth street that 
there were some protests against the 
granting of the license which he had 
been unable to fully investigate. Ac- 
tion was deferred for one week. 

The Chief reported through Officer 
Marsh on the petition of S. W. Luit- 
wieler and others asking that immaral 
houses on Los Angeles street be closed. 
The report follows: 

In regard to the petition of C. W. 
Luitwieler and others for the removal 
and closing of all immoral houses on 
Los Angeles street, between Second and 
Aliso streets, I beg leave to report that 
I have made a thorough and exhaust- 
ive investigation of the facts in the 
case, and find that there are at pres- 
ent five cribs or rooms occupied by dis- 
solute women, which rooms are situated 
between First and Requena streets and 
are numbered respectively 125, 127, 129, 
131 and 133 North Los Angles street, 
and occupied by the following women: 
Mme. Andrea, Milly ,Cline, Mary Smith, 
JQennie Rose and 4zouise Fisher, who 
occupy each a front and back room in 
the little, old, tumble-down adobe house 
of above numbers, and being the prop- 
erty of Mrs. W. Rumpf. These women 
pay a monthly rental of $15 for these 
rooms unfurnished, and while these 
women, for their kind and class, are 
remarkably quiet and orderly, nad no 
rows or robberies occur in their rooms, 
it is an open and notorious fact that 
they are prostitutes. While there is 
very ‘little open soliciting from thelr 
windows, which open on the ground 
floor directly on their sidewalk, they 
advertise their occupation by sitting at 
their windows in low-cut dresses, and 
as plainly invite male visitors to visit 
them as though they solicited opeuly. 
No passers by, even the most ignorant 
or illiterate, could hesitate in determin- 
ing their character. But they do solicit 
in a quiet way, as can be testified to 
by any member of the deteceive force. 
In my conversations with the business 
men on Los Angeles street I learn that 
their wives will not go to their hus- 
bands’ places of business on account of 
these houses and their occupants, and 
while Mrs. Rumpf does not exact by 
half the exhorbitant rent that is charged 
for cribs*on Alameda street, yet the 
fact remains that they are willing to 
pay three times the amount they at 
present pay if allowed to remain in 
their present quarters. Only a few days 
since one of these lewd women went to 
Mathews Bros.’ store on Los Angeles 
street, and offered them $50 per month 
for a little room adjoining their store, 
which amount was equal to the total 
rent they pay for their entire store. It 
is needless to state that they declined 
to rent the room for such purposes. 
Los Angeles street has, in the last five 
years, become the principal wholesale 
business street. A large number of 
commission houses on other streets are 
anxious to move to Los Angeles street 
if suitable blocks could be erected and 
these objectionable people removed. In 
behalf of morality and decency, I would 
strongly recommend the closing of 
these cribs, and the removal of these 
lewd women to some suitable part of 
the city. It is a well-known fact that 
only a few years since this particular 
part of Los Angeles street was occupied 
by some of the worst dives in the city, 
but under your administration these 
places have been closed, and the only 
remaining eyesore to the street are 
these five cribs, as before mentioned; 
and I would strongly recommend to the 
honorable Board of Police Commis- 
sioners, that the necessary steps be 
taken at once to effect the removal of 
this class of women from Los Angeles 
street. I have been unable to inter- 
tr a Mrs. Rumpf, who is out of the 
city. 

The Mayor askéd that tle following 
from the penal code be read, which was 
done: “Section 316. Every person who 
keeps any disorderly house or any 
house for the purpose of assignation or 
prostitution, or any house of public re- 
sort by which the peace, comfort or 
decency of the immediate neighborhood 
is habitually disturbed, or who keeps 
any inn in a disorderly manner, and 
every person who lets any apartment 
or tenement, knowing that it is to be 
used for the purpose of assignation or 
prostitution, is guilty of a misdemeanor. 
ewe March 30; in effect July 1, 

Commissioner Bosbyshell moved 
that the chief be instructed to take 
the proper steps to abgte the nuisance. 
Carried. 

The petitions referred to the chief 
were from John Boyer, for transfer 
of license from No. 228 to No. 217 
Aliso street; from E. §S. Norton, for 
transfer of license at No, 712 East 
First street; from Mrs. Frank Custer, 
and from G. A. Norman, for a license 
at No, 233 East First street. 

Applications from G. R. Gates, F. M. 
Dyke, and McNeal, for appoint- 
ments on the police force, were placed 
on | file. 

The demands were approved. 

Some one asked the Mayor if he 
had heard anything more in reference 
to whether the Council were 
to grant an addition to the  po- 
lice force, to which the Mayor replied 
that he had not, but that he thought 
if some of the councilmen were to 
have their houses burglarized they 
would, perhaps, change tReir minds. 

Commissioner Tufts. You haven't 
heard any murmuring of applicants 
for positions as policemen, have you? 

Mayor Rowan. Oh, no. 

Commissioner Bradish then moved 
that the license for the saloon of Jean 
Rappet, on Alameda street, which mat- 
ter had under conrideration for 
some weeks, be revoked. 

A good deal of discussion ensued, and 
Commissioner Bradish said that when 
it was considered that the man in 
question could not speak English 
without an interpreter, as had been 
shown when he was before the com- 
mission, and also that his wife lived 
next door in open prostitution, there 
seemed to be more than ‘sufficient rea- 
son for the revocation. 

Commissioner Bosbyshell esaid he 
could not agree with this view. He 
believed that there should be no elec- 
tric communication between the saloon 
and the cribs, as at present. These he

Chief Glass said that he had endeav-| 


ored to,°as far as possible, keep the 
unfortunate women out of the streets 
by having the drinks served by the 
rear rather than by the front en- 
trances. He was of the opinion that it 
would be better to permit a salooh to 
remain in their’ midst for the reason 
that, as was well known, these women 
were all in the habit of drinking, 
and if they could not get the drink 
near by they would be out on the 
street a good deal in going after it, 
which would, he thought, be worse 
than to have it as it was at present. 

Mayor Rowan said that he believed, 


as did the chief, that it would be bet- |’ 


ter to let the saloon remain in their 
midst. 

In speaking again on the subject 
Commissioner Bradish said that if the 
saloon were to continue there, then it 
would undoubtedly be the case that a 
large number of young men who might 
chance to be in the neighborhood 
would go into the saloon, and after 
being muddled by drink would be 
steered into the neighboring cribs ‘by 
the ‘‘macs’’ who frequented the place. 

Commissioner Bosbyshell admitted 
that there was a good deal of truth 
in this, but. still he could hardly be- 
lieve it best to remove the license. 


Commissioner Weldon said that he 
thought those who visited that locality, 


went with a pretty well-defined pur- 


pose in view; and that the presence! of |’ 
the saloon there would make little dif- 


ference to them. 

Mayor Rowan said that two or three 
previous commissions had tried to drive 
this prostitution out of the city, but 


that it had: been found impossible toy] 


do so. If it were to be carried on any- 
where within the city, then the place 
where it was was about as good as 
any that could be selected. 

The motion of Commissioner Bradish 
that the Rappet license be revoked was 
then lost by the folloWing vote: Yeas, 
Tufts and Bradish; nays, Bosbyshell, 
Weldon and Mayor Rowan. 


Commissioner Bosbyshell, moved that 


the chief be instructed to have the an- 
nunciator arrangement taken out of 
the Rappet saloon, which motion was 
carried, and the board adjourned. 

In regard to the Rappet matter, there 
have been quite a number of stories 
afloat, and during the past week it kas 
been freely asserted that the license 
would never be revoked.

PASADENA. 


Side Lights on the Paving of 
Colorado Street. 


Various Items of Local Interest—Nctes from 
Near-by Resorts—People Coming and 
Going—Batch of Brevities— 
Personals. 


- 


The work of paving Colorado street 
has been begun with a rush. Hogan 
Bros., who the contract for the 
grading, are operating a plow drawn 
by six horses and mules between De- 
lacy street and Fair Oaks avenue. AS 
a result mest of the .superfluous dirt 
has already been loosened up and 
carted away, and today or tomorrow 
similar operations will be carried on 
between. Raymond and Fair Oaks ave- 
nues., 

John A. Drain of Los Angeles, a 
well-known contractor of that city, 
and the man who superintended the 
paving of Commercial street, which 
job- has given universal satisfaction, 
has been engaged by Mr. ‘Fairchild to 
direct the work here. With him in 
command, and with M. H. Wright as 
City lnhspector, a satisfactory piece of 
work here is assured. 

The street car track business is at 
present furnishing the only lively hss 
sue in the matter. Some time ago, 
it will be remembered, the franchise 
held by the Linda Vista car line was 
declared forfeited, and the tracks or- 
dered torn up after the line had ceased 
to be operated. It was understood | 
that the line had been purchased by 
Prof. T. S. C. Lowe. An_ exception 
was made at the time to that portion 
of the line extending from Fair Oaks 
to Pasadena avenue, in order to afford 
the Colorado Street Railway Com- 
pany opportunity to connect with the 
Linda Vista track, and run its cars 
to the Terminal station. Now, it is 
stated, Prof. Lowe lays no claim to a 
franchise covering suclit portion of the 
lihe, and ‘no one else, probably, has a 
right to. This, doubtless, means then 
that this portion of the track will come 
up, and the entire street paved at the 
expense of the abutting property-own- 
ers. Between Raymond and Fair Oaks 
avenues the condition of affairs is 
somewhat different. One of the prin- 
cipal stockholders of the Colorado 
street car line on Tuesday stated em- 
phatically that the company would 
stand its share of the expense. It is 
proposed to relay the track in the mid- 
die of the street, and to have this por- 
tion of the thoroughfare paved at the 
same time the rest of the work is 
being carried on, provided satisfactory 
arrangements can be completed with 
Mr. Fairchild. 

MT. LOWE RAILROAD NOTES. 

The excursion run to Hotel Rubio

The San An- 
tonio Light and Power Company has 
perfected an are light, which ought to 
satisfy everybody. It has been claimed 
all along that it’ was an’ impossibility 
to run an are light off of a circuit of 
incandescent lights, but if the arc lights 
continue to burn as well as the one 
now at Second and Gordon, all difficul- 
ties in that Hne are certainly out of the 
way. In-an interview with the, preési- 
dent of the company yesterday} it' wis 
learned that.the light could now ve 
depended upon, and that the charge 
would not be in excess of $10 per 
month per light for an all-night ser- 
vice.

A Couple of Smooth Citizens Who Heve 
Reached the End of Their Rope— 
The Latest from the 
World’s Fair. 


The Santa Ana trustees met in reg- 
session Monday evening, with

The resignation of E. D. Waffle, as 
poundmaster for the city of Santa 
Ana, was read “nd accepted. His

An invitation from the: Santa Ana 
fire department, asking the board to 
attend its banquet at the Hotel Bruns- 
wick, October 6, 1893, was accepted by 
a unanimous vote of the board.

We gave away a lot of them on Cali- 
fornia day and since, all of which 
were put in the pockets of individuals 
for future reference. I have not seen 
a. single bit of our literature destroyed 
sirce I have been here. We are re- 
ceiving letters from different real 
estate agents asking us to distribute 
their pamphlets, but we invariably 
answer that we cannot dispose of 
literature of this kind. If you could 
spare a few of our old Orange county 
pamphlets, we could use them to good 
advantage here. 

“We are receiving a good many in- 
quiries with reference to the different 
products we have here on exhibition, 
as to the prospect of purchasing them, 
and we hope to be able to realize some- 
thing therefrom by the time the fair 
closes. 

“The attendance at the fair is larger 
so far this month than it has been at 
ary previous time, and apparently in- 
terest in the California exhibit is in- 
creasing every day.

SAN BERNARDINO. 


A Marked Reduction in the City 
Tax Rate. 


Only 95 Cents on the $100 as Against $1.20 
Last Year—Trouble Among the Red- 
lands Salvationists—Notes 
and Personals. 


The San Bernardino city tax levy for 
this year, within the mile square, will 
be but 95 cents upon each $100 valua- 
tion of taxable property. Last year it 
was $1.20.. A reduction of 12% per cent. 
in one year speaks well upon the face 
of it for the new city government. But. 
when the assessment was made last 


year there was. a deficit of $15,000. This } 


year there is in the city treasury some 
$10,000, making $25,000 turned .in last 
year over the actual running expenses. 
Yet the city trustees have decided to 


‘reduce the cost of the city government 


and the running expenses by 25 fer 
cent. The levy upon the annexed prop- 
erty outsides the mile square is but 45 
cents this year, while last year it was 
$1.12%, this year’s being, therefore, 60 
per cent. below last year’s assessment. 
The levy for the mile square is divided 
as follows: For the general fund but. 20 
cents is set aside; for the street fund. 
20 cents, for, the city library fund 4 
cents, for the sewer fund 1 cent, for 
‘tha water fund 50 cents, or over balf 
the revenue, is set aside. “The reduc- 
tion of the city’s revenues will be more 
than that caused by the small tax levy, 
as the assessed valuation of the city 
property is less by nearly $200,000 than, 
it was last year, the total being $4,459,-. 
000. This is $124,000 greater than the 
valuation returned by the Assessor, the 
Board of Equalization having made 
this much of an increase. In view of 
these facts, the city trustees will have 
to legislate with care and exercise great 
economy in the administration of the. 
city governments and public improve- 
ments will have to be curtailed. But 
the citizens are very glad of the reduc- 
tion just now.

Still on the’ Ragged Edge of 
Uncertainty. 


Beginning to Doubt That Senator White | 
Ever Made Such a ‘‘Break’’ as Pub- 
lished—Waiting to Hear from 
Washington. 


Senator White, in condoling with Rep-- 


the President on the Chinese question, 
made the declaration that ‘‘we might 
as well notify our constituents who 
want office that we are now out of it 
as patronage brokers.’ This was first’ 
published as an Examiner special dis- 
patch, but was quite extensively copied 
by other papers. Senator White is 
quoted in the same dispatch as having 
said: ““‘The fact is I don’t believe the 
Sherman repeal law will pass the Sen- 
ate now.”’ 

To say that the local politicians of 
the free-trade persuasion were knocked 
out by this piece of unexpected news 
would be putting it too mildly. They 
were completely floored. It was known 
that Senator White was an ardent sil- 


always maintained that the repeal bill, 
will pass. Although among his Demo- 
cratic constituents of the office-seeking 
class—and their name is legion—-this 
was -lcoked upon as a sign that he was 
not entirely en rapport with the Most 
Worshipful Grand Dispenser of Patron- 
age, yet the Senator’s saving clause, it- 
erated and reiterated, that ‘the bill 
will finally pass,’’ was considered by 
them’as a sort of a wedge to be used 
for their benefit ofter the bill had been 
disposed of. Of course such a thing as 
the Senator being entirely sincere does 
not enter into the calculations of a 
majority of the pap-hunters. Pie is 
what they're after, and patriotism with 
them is aS extinct as the dodo. 

But the most complete rout of the 
| Office-seeking brigade was caused ky 
the statement, as. yet unrefuted, that 
“constituents might as well be noti- 
fied,” ete. So far few of ‘“‘the boys’’ 
are willing to believe that the S@nator 
made any such-remarks as are attrib- 
uted to him by a paper that has so bit- 
terly opposed him heretofore. Several 
of the more anxious ones have written 
to Washington for a confirmation or de- 
nial of the casus belli. Pending such 
replics they say they will neither bke- 
lieva nor disbelieve that the Senator 
has made any such break as reported. 
They cite the fact, mentioned above, 
that the Senator has invariably ex- 
pressed his belief that the repeal bill 
will pass, and those who know him well 
say he is not likely to fly off the handle 
and change his mind within two days. 

Having thus recovered in a measure 
from the overpowering blow received a 
few days ago, ‘“‘the boys’’ are now pa- 
tiently waiting to hear from the go- 
between, as they consider the Senator. 
News from Washington is expected in 
a very few days, after which further 
developments in political circles may 
be looked for. Until then matters will 
be very quiet, unless His Most Wor- 
shipful Greatness condescends tc ap- 
point a few more third-class postmas- 
ters, just as a sort of an appetizer for 
the feast to.come.

A FATAL MISTAKE. 
Sad Death of W. H. Thomas, 
the Attorney. »

An Overdose of Morphine Vas the Cause— 
The Drug’ Evidently Taken to 
Relieve His Suffer- 
ings. 


The death of W. H. Thomas, the 
well4known lawyer, occurred early yés- 
terday morning at his home in Gar- 
vanae, to which place he moved not 
long ago. Owing to the sudden nature 
of his death, and also to the fact that 
his demise was caused directly as a 
result of what appeared t@ be an over- 
dose of morphine, & gasales of sensa- 
tional rumors were afloat yesterday to 
the effect that he had committed sui- 
cide. 

An investigation, however, seemed to 
disprove this rumor. From Dr. J. H. 
Davisson, who for two years past had 
-keen Mr. Thomas's attending physician, 
it was learned that he had not been 
&t all addicted to the use of mor- 
phine.. 

. About two years ago Mr. Thomas 
had a severe attack of the grip, which 
brought about a severe pulmonary 
trouble. This gradually grew worse 
and more gerious. From time to time 
large quantities of pus were withdrawn 
from the diseased locality, and. about 
seven weeks ago it became necessary 
for the patient to submit to a capital 
operation. 

Meanwhile Mr. Thomas‘ was about 
and at his business so assiduously that 


only a few of his nearest friends were 


‘awar 
At about this time Mr. Thomas went 
to the Pacific Hospital in this city, 
where the operation was _ performed. 
It was found necessary to cut away 
nearly two inches of one of the ribs 
and then irrigate and otherwise operate 
| in the ‘Yocality of the rib. Although a 
4arge opening had been made, the 
patient underwent the operation nicely, 
— Was able to be up some the next 
ay. ‘A’ drainage tube was inserted 
and was worn to the time of his death. 
Early yesterday morning the doctor 
was called and informed that Mr. 
Thomas was at his home in Garvanza 
in a very bad condition. He wag found 
to be dying, and he expired within a 
few hours. His symptoms were plainly 
those of morphine poisoning, although 
there was no positive proof that such 
was the case. A small bottle of mor- 
phine pills was, however, found in the 
house, and it is believed that, in taking 
the drug to ease his pain, a miscalcu- 
lation was made, and Mr. Thomas took 
an overdose. 
Thomas was in Los Angeles

LARGE INTERESTS. 


Antelope Valley Water 
Rights Disputed. 


Judge Van Dyke Refuses an 
Injunction. 


Fred M. Smith Wants to Be De- 
clared Insolvent. 


The Decree in the Cable Railway Case Will 
Not Be Altered—E ination of Joe 
Apablasas in the Township 
Court—New Suits. 


A case which involves considerable 
interests in the Antelope Valley re- 
gion, there being at stake and t= 
pendent upon the outcome the right 
to almost the entire supply of water 
used in the Little Rock Creek Irriga- 
tion District, was taken up by Judge 
Van Dyke yesterday afternoon at 2 
o’clock. 

On the side of the plaintiff, Chap- 
man & Hendrick and Brousseau & 
Hatch appear as counsel, and in de- 
fense, M. L. Wicks, H. L. Horton and 
Fred Baker, Esqs., compose the ag- 
regation of legal lights. 
war at issue rights of such im- 
portance, the case is being corttested 
closely, and promises to last for sev- 
eral days on trial. 

The suit is brought by Nathan Cole, 
Jr., against J. M. Bohnet and thirty 
others. The complaint sets forth that 
the plaintiff is the owner of a large 
tract of land in township 5 range 11, 
San Bernardino meridian. That a 
certain stream of water known as 
Little Rock Creek rises in the a ee 

s to the southward and above the 
ame of the plaintiff. and flows to and 
through the lands of the praintiff. 
That the lands of the plaintiff are 
rendered fertile and valuable by this 
stream of water, and that without it 
the same would be made almost 

eless. 
“The claim is advanced that on April 
1, 1885, the defendants entered upop 
the stream of water above the plain- 
tiff’s land, and by means cof a dam 
across the stream, and a ditch con- 
nected therewith, diverted a large por- 
tion of the water of the stream, to the 
amount of 500 inches, measured under 
a four-inch pressure, and conducted in 
the same way from the lands of the 
plaintiff, and used for irrigation pur- 
poses upon the lands claimed by them; 
and by reason of such diversion no 
portion of the waters, so diverted, was 
returned to the natural bed of the 
stream at any point above the. plain- 
tiff’s land, or at any other, and oon 
use thereof by the defendants; the 
latter claiming the right to divert 
water. even though during a consider- 
able portion of the year not more than 
£00 inches flows into, .creek at the 
int of diversion. 

a plea of the plaintiff Ys that the 
alleged right of the defendants to 
make such diversion is wholly without 
foundation in fact, and unlawful. 

The compliant further alleges that 


‘the plaintiff is rightfully entitled by 


purchase to 4 inches of water un- 
der the four-inch pressure, and of this 
defendants claim 98) inches. As at 
some seasons of the year the stream 
does not even run up to 980 inches of 
water, or even a much lesser amount, 
should the defendants attempt to 
gatisfy their alleged rights it would 
leave the plaintiff without any water 
whatever. - 

The prayer is that the defendants 

inter —with the 
waters of Little Rock Creek, or from 
taking any ‘water therefrom. 
REFUSED THE INJUNCTION. 

After reviewing the premises and 
examining carefully into the cause of 
complaint, Judge Van Dyke has de- 
cided that the San Antonio Land and 
Water Company is not entitled to an 
injunction restraining the Sierra Water 
Company from continuing work upon 
a certain tunnel begun for the purpose 
of developing water to be used in 
irrigating the lands of the valley be- 
low San Antonio Canyon. 

The objection raised was that the 
proximity of the tunnel to the source 
of supply of the plaintiff*s water would 
result in the injury of the latter 
through seepage and percolation. 

The opinion embodying Judge Van 
Dyke's decision sets forth that for 
more than ten years prior to the 
commencement of action 
plaintiff corporation has diverted and 
distrributed for use among its re- 
spective stockhalders all of the water 
flowing down San Antonio Canyon, ex- 
cept twenty inches thereof appro- 
priated and belonging to one Dexter. 

That at the dam in the canyon, and 


near its mouth, the waters appro- 
priated by the said companies is 
equally divided; the San Antonio 
Water Company taking one-half 


thereof on the eastern side of the 
stream, and conducting the same in 
a southeasterly direction through its 
pipes and aqueducts to the Ontario 
settlement, and distributing the water 
to the inhabitants of the town of 
Ontario for irrigation, domestic. and 
other purposes; and the Pomona Lani 
and Water Company, by means of 
ditches and pipes, diverting the other 
half and conducting the same to lands 
in the city of Pomona and its vicinity 
in the Loup and. Meserve tracts. 

That the defendant, a corporation, 
has commenced the excavation of a 
tunnel up the canyon some five or six 
miles from its mouth, for the purpose 
of developing water, intending to con- 
vey the same down and out of the can- 
yon and upon land below. . 

It was alleged on the part of the 
plaintiffs that the tunnel was con- 
structed so near the channel of the 
creek as to dam some of the water from 
the said stream, and from springs and 
cienegas adjacent thereto, which would 
otherwise flow into said stream, and 
that the further prosecution of said 
tunnel will increase the amount of 
water which would be diverted from 
said stream. 

The defendants, on the other hand, 
denied that the tunnel as already con- 
structed has drawn off or diminished 
in any degree 
otherwise flow into the stream, and de- 
nied that further construction of the 
tunnel in the direction, and at the 
depth below the _ surface proposed, 
would have the effect to draw off, di- 
minish or divert any of the water that 
would otherwise flow into the stream. 

At the hearing of the application for 
a preliminary injunction, a large num- 
ber of affidavits were read on each 
side, and the case fully argued. At the 
conclusion of. the argument,.it was 
proposed by counsel that the judge of 
the court should visit the premises, 
which was done in company with the 
attorneys, engineers and surveyors for 
the respective parties. 

Concluding the opinion, the court 
says: ‘‘From the showing in court at 
the hearing of the application, as well 
as from a personal inspection of the 
premises as aforesaid, it does not dp- 
pear that avy diminution or diversion 
of the waters flowing into the creek, 
or that would into the 
creek, has so far occurred; nor is it at 
all certain, or even probable, that the 
continuation of the tunnel along the

said canyon for water. Still, in order 
to justify the court in restraining such 
parties from seeking to develop water, 
it should appear reasonably certain 
that an interference or divergence has 
taken place, or is threatened, or is 
likely to occur. In the further exten- 
sion of the tunnel complained of, if 
at any time it should be developsd that 
danger to the flow of the water of the 
stream was imminent, the court will 
not hesitate, on proper application, to 
restrain such divergence or interference. 
For the present the order to’ show 
cause will be deniefl, and the prelirain- 
ary injunction also denied.”
